Some people give the trees a pull 
up after planting.

any more handling. 
It is important to press the roots, j 
secondly, say after a month, because 
of the air gets down alongside the 
ad*1 I stem the tree is liable to fail. 
L have found always that the fall 
was the best time for planting.

they were put in late I had more tail- 
ures.

“At Frederick City a man supposed 
to be friendly to the Union side in­ 
formed our commander 
that 
there 
was a large supply train of the Con­ 
federates at Fairfield, eight miles out 
of Gettysburg, practically unprotect­ 
ed. 
After giving this information the 
man started to leave, but the com­ 
mander detained him until after the 
expedition against the supply train. 
“We charged through Fairtield and 
ran into an ambushed battery. Then 
small arms opened fire on us and a 
section of Stuart’s cavalry charged 
us. 
Our regiment was almost anni­ 
hilated. 
It happened that my coat 
was off. and in the cavalry attack 
Stuart’s troopers at first didn’t rec­ 
ognize me as an enemy. 
“Finally one of his men discovered 
I was a northerner and came at me 
with his bloody saber. 
We were in a 
sort of pen, staked fences on both 
sides, and the enemy before and be­ 
hind. 
I pulled out my revolver anc 
snapped it twfice at my antagonist, 
but it failed to go off.

Mr. Speaker, Mr. President, Gentle­ 
men of the Congress: 
It is under the compulsion of what 
seems to mo a dear and Imperative 
duty that I h.A'e a second time this 
session sought the privilege of ad­ 
dressing you in person, 
I know, of 
course, that tie* heated season of the 
year is upon us, that work in ihese 
chambers and in the committee rooms 
is likely to become a burden as the 
season I* ngthens, and 
that 
every 
consideration of personal convenience 
and personal comfort, 
perhaps, 
in 
the eases of some of us, considera­ 
tions of personal health even, dictate 
an early conclusion of the delibera­ 
tions of the session; but then- are 
occasions of public duty when those 
things which touch us privately seem 
very small; when the

done is s o pressing and so fraught 
with big ron sequen co that we know

It is the intent of this law to try *

by every friendly means possible to j 
take care of the children coming into 
court, and any child that is so incor­ 
rigible as to be beyond the influence 
of kindness can be dealt with under 
the statutes and sent to the training 
school, which in every case in this 
county, especially, will be the last 
resort. 
The law further provides that it is 
the duty of the county court to pro­ 
vide a place of detention for children 
coming under the provisions of the 
law, such place to be separate and 
apart from any place where aduUs 
are confined. 
T h e law also provides t h a t the pro­ 
bate judge £hall hear the cases with­ 
out assistance of counsel.

chambers or private apartment, and 
rot in conjunction with any
